SMALL SCALE DAIRY FARMERS are being 
sent to the wall by the actions of the European 
Union! 

EU milk prices are set in euros which, since 
its fall in value on the money markets, has given 
European farmers a potent advantage over our 
own farmers. In short, it means that England 
can be washed away in a torrent of cut-price 
milk from European mega-sized dairies. 

Of course the large dairies can make ends 
meet in competition with these imports, but our 
small dairy farmers cannot do so. 

Whilst Euroland governments intervene to 
get their farmers a minimum price for their milk 
via the EU, our government couldn’t care less 
and seems perfectly happy to see small dairy 


farmers go into extinction. 

This is a betrayal of those farmers of course, 
but is also unhealthy for the people. It will mean 
more big business monopolies in milk (such as 
the Wiseman Dairy in Scotland...) and the death 
of “grass roots” dairy farms.

JUST AS in the Foot and Mouth crisis, when the NFU sup¬

In addition, the sci¬ 
entists say that wild plants are at risk of 
contamination too.
